N OTHER columns of this paper today we are printing some 
information relative to the friendliness iwv existing between 


the profiteers and big manufacturers of the state and the pres- 
ent leadership in the Society of Equity. 


We believe that the farmers of Wisconsin, and particularly 


the members of the 'Equity society, should have a clear under- 
standing of the reasons for this flirtation between interests that 
have nothing in common wit9i the principle of cooperation and 
the present leaders of the Equity.

. the principle of cooperation and who 'have always tried to pre- 
jvent fanners from organizing, suddenly 'bestowing their favor 
upon the present Equity society leaders? Why do such organs 
of the interests as the Milwaukee Sentinel 'bestow so much praise 
[on the present leaders in the Society? Why is the Association 
tx>f Commerce in Milwaukee, an organization that has fought de: 


i*nocracy in Wisconsin at every turn of the road, so sweet on the 
^Equity society leadership at the present time? 
: 
Why? Because they see in the present leadership an op- 


j portunity to use the society for their own purposes. 


These interests think they see in the Tiltemore candidacy 


:for governor an opportunity to drive a wedge through.the solid- 
Parity of progressives in the state. The strategy of the special 
Interests has always been to divide the opposition. Organized 
wealth always tries to neutralize the strength of the farmer 
'and ihe laborer. 


And so Tittemore and his associates are being given every 


encouragement by the representatives of big business in Mil- 
waukee to get into the political fray with the hope of dividing 
the farmers.

: houses and cooperative enterprises in the state we would urge 
caution. There are many splendid cooperative institutions in 
the state whose welfare should not be jeopardized in' placing 
them within the reach of men who have not been frank enough 
with the farmers to reveal just what their purposes are. The 
farmers certainly, should not place their institutions in a posi- 
tion where they will be milked by the agents of 'big business in 
Milwaukee. 


The farmers of Wisconsin are deliberate and careful in 


their judgment. The membership of the Equity society is still 
.imbued with the principle of cooperation. -And when the facts 
become known we predict that the present leadership will be 
driven from the management of the society and men who have 
;the real welfare of the farmers at heart will take their places.
